Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gontleinen, 

I have  the  honour  to  preseait  ny  ninth  Annual  Rei^ort  as  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  incoiTporatin.'-j  that  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector. 

Tlie  vita.1  statistics  for  the  year  1964  show  tha,t  there  were  247 
deaths,  38  nore  t]:ian  last  year.  This  f,ives  a standardised  into  of 
10.27  compared  with  the  national  figure  of  11.3.  Penale  deaths 
exceeded  Liale  deaths  by  53  compared  with  28  last  year.  Details  and 
coDLients  on  the  causes  of  death  are  on  pages  10,  11  and  12. 

Tlie  total  number  of  births  was  307  showing  an  increase  of  19  on 
last  year*s  figure  of  288,  of  i^diioli  14  were  illegitimate,  1 less  than 
last  year.  There  were  6 infant  deaths  compared  with  3 Inst  year,  3 
v/ere  under  one  month  of  age.  The  infant  death  rate  rose  to  19.54 
compared  with  10,42  last  year,  and  is  .belovr  the  national  figuro 
of  20.0. 

There  was  a decrease  of  infectious  disea-se,  notifications  falling 
from  377  to  l60,  duo  to  biennial  incidence  of  measles  wiiich  f ell  from 
342  to  136  cases.  Once  again  no  poliomyelitis  is  recorded.  There 
were  no  cases  of  dysentery  a,nd  one  only  of  food  poisoning.  Infectious 
hepatitis  became  locally  notifiable  as  from  July  I962  and  two  cases 
liave  been  notified.  The  outbreak  of  typhoid  fever  which  occurred  in 
Aberdeen  necessitated  the  tracing  of  all  corned  beef  of  the  infected 
batch  c,nd  its  withdra\7al  from  retail  sale.  In  addition  the  need  for 
the  strictest  hygiene  in  tlie  preparation  and  handling  of  food  was  once 
more  emphasised  at  this  time. 

This  year  6 i)eople  died  from  pneumonia,  9 from  bix)nchitis  and  none 
from  influenza.  There  v;ero  2 deaths  from  respiratory  and  1 from  non 
respiratory  tuberculosis.  Tlie  respiratory  infections  are,  in  these 
days  V7hen  many  effective  antibiotics  are  freely  available,  seldom  a 
cause  of  death,  those  succumbing  being  usually  aged  or  suffering  from 
previous  clminic  illness.  There  remain,  however,  a cause  of  conside3>- 
able  morbidity  and  influenza  and  bronchitis  are  still  the  two  commonest 
causes  for  absence  from  work.  It  is  well  to  remember  too  that  in  the 
last  decade  and  a half  the  scourge  of  tuberculosis  has  been  vanquished 
by  the  availability  of  antibiotics  end  effective  preventative  measures, 
such  as  isolation  of  infectious  cases,  vaccination,  tubercular  testing  of 
cattle,  mass  radiography,  good  housing  and  nutrition. 
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The  Comity  Council  no  longer  break  down  the  statistics  for 
ii’.iLiunisation  for  individual  disti*icts,  local  figures  are  tnerofore  not 
available.  The  need  for  every  child  to  receive  adequate  ir-inunisation 
nustj  hov/ever,  be  stressed  with  each  new  birth.  Infonts  should  receive 
iixiunisation  to  diphthcreia,  whooping  cough,  tetanus,  polioLiyelitis  and 
snallpox  with  adequate  booster  iiinmiisation  until  school  life,  and  at^ 
thirteen  years  all  schoolchildren  should  bo  vaccinated  for  tuberculosis. 

Housing  developnent  continued.  Private  enterprise  priduced  92 
houses,  6l  less  than  in  1963.  making  a total  of  1262  since  the  i^ar. 

A further  91  houses  wore  being  erected  at  the  end  of  1964-. 

Inprovenent  grants  were  made  on  19  properties,  an  increase  on  the 
figure  for  1963,  During  the  year  "Standard  Grants"  were  paid  on  23 
properties. 

The  sewerage  schemes  for  Brixworth,  Cottosbrooko  and  Croaton  were 
completed  at  the  beginning  of  1964^  Schemes  for  Tliornby  and  the 
extension  of  the  works  at  Hollowell  were  being  actively  prepared 
throughout  the  year.  In  all  28  villages  now  have  modem  sevra-go  disposal 
systens,  A good  record  for  the  District, 

A gradual  and  satisfactory  environmental  control  of  disease  is  being 
achieved,  and  an  endeo-vour  may  now  bo  nado  to  assess  the  present  trends 
in  living  v/hich  are  the  enemies  of  health.  Many  of  the  pressures, 
considered  in  the  past  to  be  the  causes  of  human  misery,  have  been  lifted 
and  the  conmunity  is  increasingly  able  to  afford  and  bo  in  receipt  of 
extra  benefits.  That  these  benefits  may  themselves  be  the  cause  of 
further  human  misery  must  give  us  pause  in  the  complacent  hope  that  wo 
are  achieving  an  Utopian  Society, 

The  prevention  of  ill  health  and  unhappiness,  will  lie  increasingly 
in  the  power  of  the  individual  himself  and  the  choice  made  will  depend, 
to  some  degree,  on  the  knowledge  that  he  possesses,  and  tlie  guidance 
given  him  in  the  use  of  this  knowledge,  Tlie  role,  therefore,  of  the 
Doctor  particularly  those  whose  practice  lies  in  prevention,  should  be 
tliat  of  health  educator.  This  Report,  once  of  necessity  a statistical 
analysis  of  environmental  control  may  now  additionally  be  used  for  the 
purpose  of  health  education,  I endeavour,  therefore,  each  year  to  lay 
stress  on  natters  relating  to  ge.ieral  hea.lth  as  well  a.s  those  that  are 
purely  of  local  concern, 

Man  may  soon  be  renamed,  not  homo  sapiens,  but  a new  species,  homo 
sedentarius,  A being  whose  calorie  intake  far  exceeds  his  energy  output 
and  who,  as  a result  will  become  specially  prone  to  those  degenerative 
diseases  tliat  appear  to  be  increasing  in  prosperous  societies,  Tlie 
consumption  of  concentrated  carbo-hydrate  lias  only  lately  been  considered 
as  a factor  which  may  contribute  or  even  cause  early  degenerate  changes 
or  disease  in  the  body,  among  iThicli,  arterial  disease,  resulting  in 
coronary  thrombosis  and  strokes,  diabetes,  obesity  and  dental  deoa.y  may 


at  present  TDe  cited.  Other  norbid  conditions  yot  unknovm  nay  similarly 
bo  related  to  chonical  additives,  homonos  and  antibiotics  in  the  diet. 

The  no  tor  car,  both  by  causing  accidents  and  by  lack  of  physical 
exercise  which  results  fron  its  increasing  use,  is  another  hazard  in  our 
lives.  In  this  country  last  year,  over  7 >000  people  Y/ero  killed  and 
nauiy  uore  thousands  injured.  Each  year,  this  figure  rises,  and  if  a 
vrorld  total  of  killed  and  mutilated  was  a.ssessod,  it  would  be  seen  that 
more  have  died  as  a result  of  the  motor  vehicle  than  have  been  killed  in 
battles  over  many  years.  It  is  a sad  reflection,  that  the  development 
of  mental  maturity  is  fa.r  behind  the  ingenuity  necessary  for  the 
invention  of  machines. 

Deaths  from  accidents  in  the  home,  maintain  a similar  high  figure. 

In  this  case,  the  majority  involved  are  the  young  and  the  elderly. 

The  incidence  of  lung  cancer  rises  annually.  Last  year  there  vfere 
24,434  deaths  fron  cancer  of  the  lung.  In  1939  there  v^ere  6,214  deaths. 
The  relationship  botv/een  cancer  of  tlie  lunr;  and  heavy  cigarette  smoking 
is  now  accepted  and  unimpeachable.  Yet  smoking  continues,  and  many 
young  people  stairt  this  habit  each  yea.r.  Were  those  deaths  caused  by 
unchecked  infectious  disea.se,  there  woiild  be  a nationa.1  outcry  and  a 
clamour  that  such  an  outrage  liad  not  been  prevented.  Yet  when  action 
is  loft  to  individual  choice,  the  habit  remains  and  the  death  rate 
continues  to  rise.  It  is  the  duty  of  all  who  influence  the  young,  to 
shov7  them  by  their  OYm  example,  that  smoking  is  harmful.  Parents, 
doctors  and  teachers  ytIio  smoko  heavily  cannot  hope  that  children  will 
not  follow  their  example, 

Einally  in  the  field  of  mental  health,  there  appears,  despite  the 
benefits  of  the  Welfare  State,  to  bo  little  sign  that  mental  and 
psychiatric  illness  are  diminishing.  The  increase  in  delinquency  and 
crime,  the  divorce  rate  and  the  hi^i  figure  of  convictions  for  cruelty 
to  young  children,  indicate  that  a comunity,  though  experiencing  ever 
increasing  material  prosperity,  still  lacks  stability.  The  causes  here 
are  more  complex  and  the  remedies  may  be  obscure.  Perhaps  living  can 
become  too  ccisy  and  Y/ithout  the  stimulation  of  the  necessity  for 
endeavour,  a society  may  gradually  decline. 

In  conclusion  I wish  to  thanlc  the  members  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  for  their  excellent  \/ork  during  the  year,  and  for  tlieir 
help  in  the  compilation  of  this  report.  In  addition,  I wish  to  extend 
my  grc.tefiiL  thanks  to  the  Cliaimoji  of  tlio  Council,  and  the  Chairtian  and 
Members  of  the  Public  Health  and  Housing  CoLimittees  for  help  and 
encouragement • 

Finally,  I express  my  appreciation  to  the  County  Medical  Officer 
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of  Health  for  his  roady  co-operation  in  the  supplying  of  infori'-iation.

NATURAL  xMTD  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS, 

The  Rural  District  is  centrally  situated  in  the  Comity  of 
Northanptonshire,  extending  in  the  south  fron  the  County  Borou^i  of 
Noirthanpton  and  in  the  north  to  the  Leicestershire  border.  The 
character  of  the  area  is  largely  rural  and  the  uain  industry  is 
agriculture,  A fexr  light  industries  are  scattered  througliout  tlie 
district.  Open  cast  iron  workings  are  present  in  the  vicinity  of 
Pits  ford  and  Drixwortli, 

The  district  presents  a picture  of  largely  mispoilt  rural 
comitry,  v/ith  nany  woods,  set  in  an  midulating  comitryside  enlivened 
by  the  stretches  of  viator  of  the  reservoirs,  which  are  a characteristic 
of  the  area, 

POPULATION,  Tlie  Registrar  General  gives  the  estimated  population  for 
the  nid-year  ISGk-  as  18920,  an  increase  of  120  on  the  population  of  the 
previous  year.  The  natural  increase  in  population,  the  excess  of 
births  over  deaths  v/as  60, 

DEATHS.  The  total  nunber  of  deaths  assigned  to  the  District  for  the 
year  was  247,  3Q  nore  than  in  1963*  The  crude  death  rate  based  on  the 
nid-year,  population  was  13,0  conjparod  v/ith  11,12  in  the  previous  year. 
The  following  table  has  been  con]pilod  for  ccoparison  ¥/ith  the  four

In  order  to  compare  the  mortality  in  the  District  vilth  the  mortality 
for  England  and  Wales  it  is  necessary  to  make  a correction  to  allov/  for 
the  difference  in  age  and  sex  distribution  of  the  two  populations, 

Tliis  is  done  by  applying  to  the  crude  death  rate  of  the  District  an 
"Area  Compa,rability  factor"  v/hicli  has  been  estimated  by  the  Registrar 
General  as  ,79  for  this  District,  In  addition  the  area  comparability 
f.actors  have  been  adjusted  specifically  to  take  account  of  the  presence 
of  any  residential  institutions  in  the  area,  Thero  are  a number  of 
institutions  in  this  area  for  old  people  and  tliis  adjustment  is 
therefore  very  necessary  in  order  to  obtain  a true  picture  of  the  area 
mortality. 

The  Standardised  Death  Rato,  therefore,  is  10.27  and  below  tlie  figure 
of  11,3  for  England  and  Wales, 
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Causes  of  Death. 


The  causes  of  death  are  shorn  in  the  statistical  table  on  page  12 
and  are  classified  under  thirty  six  headings,  based  on  the  abbreviated 
list  of  the  International,  Statistical  Classification  of  Diseases, 
Injuries  and  Causes  of  Death  1948,  as  used  for  England  and  Wales, 

Tliis  year  the  Registrar  G-oneral  has  listed  the  Causes  of  Death  in  age 
groups,  of  under  1 year,  then  in  quincados  to  fifteen  and  thoroafter 
in  decades  to  79  and  over,  Male  and  fenale  deaths  a.ro  also  shovm. 

The  vital  statistics  for  the  year  show  tha,t  there  v/ero  247  deaths, 

38  nore  than  la-st  year,  . This  gives  a sta,ndardisod  rate  of  10,27 
conj)ared  with  the  na,tiona,l  figure  of  11, 3 • Fenale  deaths  oxceeded 
nale  deaths  by  53,  Tlie  groat  p»roponde ranee  of  deatlis  from  diseases  of 
the  heart  and  circulation  is  once  more  evident,  making  a total  of  147  of 
which  49  died  from  coronary  disease  alone,  vdiilo  47  died  fron  other  heart 
disease,  a further  36  fron  vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system,  and 
15fron  hypertension  and  other  circulatory  diseases. 

Disease  of  the  heart  and  circulation  constitute  therefore  over  one 
half  of  the  total  deaths.  Cancer  remains  again  the  second  cause  of 
death,  taking  this  year  30  persons,  an  increase  of  8 on  last  year,  9 
died  (7  nales)  fron  cancer  of  the  lung,  an  increase  of  2 on  last  year. 
Disease  of  tlie  heart  and  circulation  together  with  cancer  cause  in  the 
district  74^  of  the  total  deaths. 

The  trend  of  principal  causes  of  death  continues  therefore  towards 
the  nainly  degenerative  and  neoplastic  conditions,  and  away  fron 
infectious  disease  now  largely  controlled  by  the  wide  number  of 
antibiotic  and  other  drags.  However,  90  persons  out  of  a total  of 
247  deaths  died  before  the  age  of  69,  The  causes  of  their  deaths 
were  predominately  either  duo  to  respiratory  infection,  accidents, 
arterial  disease  or  cancer. 

Accidents  in  the  hone  are  all  preventable,  yet  last  year  over 
7,000  died  as  a result  of  such  an  accident,  and  no  doubt  countless 
thousands  were  injured.  Those  affected  are  usually  the  young  and  the 
aged.  Mothers  of  young  children  need  G.lvra.ys  to  be  on  the  look  out 
for  hazard-s,  imrticularly  in  relation  to  bums  and  scalds,  accidental 
poisoning  and  electricity.  The  aged  have  the  problem  of  failure  of 
sight,  hearing,  snell  and  ba,lance,  and  their  environment  needs 
organising  to  combat  these  deficiencies, 

Deatlis  as  a result  of  roa.d  accidents  are  mounting  in  all  prosxier- 
ous  countries.  In  addition,  thousands  are  crippled  every  year, 

Tlio  benefit  originally  derived  from  the  invention  of  the  intomal 
combustion  engine  is  now  becoming  an  increa,sing  haza,rd,  and  unless  a 
more  na,turc  menta,!  attitude  can  be  inculcated  in  drivers  the  toll  of 
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deaths  and  injury  will  rise  as  the  number  of  vehicles  on  the  roads 
increase.  The  angiy,  careless,  and  selfish  individual  driving  a 
motor  vehicle  can  be  a serious  menace  and  the  great  majority  of 
accidents  would  not  occur  if  each  driver  resolved  that  such  failures 
of  temperament  would  not  occur.  The  accident  rate  in  a coimnunity 
can  be  a gauge  of  its  mental  maturity.  The  great  majority  of  deaths 
are  caused,  however,  by  the  degenerative  diseases.  People  acte  living 
longer  and  the  diseases  of  old  age  are  more  evident.  However,  in  a 
pI^3speroufl  well  fed  and  largely  sedentary  society  the  emergence  of 
early  degenerative  disease  is  now  becoming  significant.  The  consimip- 
tion  of  highly  refined,  high  calorie  foods  far  removed  from  natural 
diet  together  with  a largely  sedentary  life  when  work  and  leisure  may 
be  passively  spent  is  probably  the  cause  of  the  rise  in  early  arterial 
disease,  particularly  in  men.  The  high  incidence  of  diabetes  may  also 
be  related  to  this  cause.  In  the  endeavour  to  detect  the  aetiology  of 
the  diseases  of  civilisation  one  must  look  for  the  grosser  departures 
of  living  habits  from  the  natural  order  of  things.  The  concentration 
of  carbohydrate  has  recently  been  suggested  as  a possible  malefactor  in 
this  respect-  and  it  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  carbohydrate  occuiTcing 
in  nature  is  almost  always  blended  with  bulky  quantities  of  cellulose 
and  fibre.  So  far  those  advising  on  diet  have  not  emphasised  the  need 
for  whole  grain  cerials  in  preference  to  refined  cereals.  It  has  been 
found  that  the  natives  in  primitive  societies  seldom  suffer  frx)m 
degenerative  disease,  obesity  and  hypertension,  but  if  they  become 
urbanised  and  live  on  v/estem  diet  which  includes  white  bread,  fish  and 
chips,  sweets  and  aerated  Vi/aters  a high  incidence  of  degenerative 
disease  occurs. 

Finally  there  are  the  deaths,  the  causes  of  which  as  yet  evade  us. 
These  are  largely  in  the  group  of  cancers • There  remains  one  condition, 
that  of  cancer  of  the  lung  which  has  been  proved  to  have  a relationship 
vd-th  cigarette  smoking.  Last  year  24,434-  people  died  of  lung  cancer. 
Each  year  this  figure  rises,  9 v<*ere  from  this  district.  Yet 
cigarette  smoking  declines  little.  It  is  the  duty  of  every  pairent, 
teacher,  and  those  who  influence  the  young,  to  see  that  each  succeeding 
generation  of  young  people  are  aY:are  of  the  hazards  that  await  them 
when  they  start  regular  smoking. 

The  respiratory  infections  still  take  their  toll,  though  less  than 
formerly.  The  great  majority  of  deaths  from  pneumonia  are  in  those 
whose  health  is  undeimined  by  other  causes  and  is  as  such  only  a 
terminal  event.

WATER  SUPPLIES, 

All  responsibility  for  water  iincTertakins  tliroughout  tlie  entire 
Rural  District  is  now  Vested  in  the  Mid-Northanptonshire  Water  Board. 
The  source  of  supply  for  the  Board  is  Pitsford  Reservoir  v/hich  has  a 
capacity  of  about  4,000  nillion  gallons.  Treatnent  of  water  consists 
of  softening,  filtration  and  finally  chlorination,  Tliere  is  no 
plunbo  solvency.

The  schemes  for  Brixv/orth,  Cottesbrooke  and  Creaton  were  completed 
early  in  1964*  Tlie  scheme  for  Thomby  and  the  extension  of  the  works 
at  Hollowell  were  being  prepared  tli2?ou{^out  the  year. 

All  the  larger  villa.ges,  v/ith  the  exception  of  G-uilsborough  v/hich 
requires  ro-sewering  only  and  the  Brwotons,  have  now  adequate  modem 
systems.  There  remain  only  the  snail er  villages  and  hamlets,  which 
will  receive  attention  in  due  course. 

The  District  has  now  completed  28  schemes  since  the  war  which  is  a 
very  satisfa.ctory  rate  of  progress. 

DISINEECTION.  Concurrent  and  terminal  disinfection  by  means  of  gaseous 
liquid  disinfectants  is  carried  out  in  houses  where  certa,in  infectious 
diseases  are  notified.  In  tlie  course  of  the  year  a number  of  requests 
for  disinfection  of  premises  vvero  received  and  dealt  with. 
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DISINFESTATION,  This  service  is  carried  out  on  behalf  of  tlie  Coimcil 
at  the  request  of  ovsiers  or  tenants  of  houses  conplaining  of  the 
presence  of  vemin,  Sono  action  was  necessary  during  (This

REFUSE  COLLECTION  i\ND  DISPOS/iL, 

The  ’’paper  sack”  systeo  of  refuse  collection  was  introduced  into 
appixDxinately  one  fifth  of  the  District  during  the  year,  as  the  first 
stage  in  a five  year  schedule  to  a conplete  change  over  to  this  systea. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  it  is  pleasing  to  2?eport  that  the  change  lias  been 
generally  welconed  in  those  villages  where  it  has  been  applied  providing 
as  it  does,  a ’’back  door”  collection,  as  opposed  to  the  ’’kerb  side” 
systen,  with  norc  hygiene  conditions  in  collection  and  disposal, 
Conplaints  have  been  surprisingly  few,  the  only  really  serious  and 
genuine  oases  have  been  ivith  regard  to  aninals  damaging  the  sack  to  get 
at  the  edible  contents.  These  have  been  relatively  few  in  nunber,  but 
sufficient,  nevertheless,  to  suggest  that  v/ith  cheaper  aiipliances  now  on 
the  narket,  giving  protection  against  aninal  depredation,  sone  further 
thou£tit  night  be  given  to  this  aspect  of  the  problen. 

The  remainder  of  the  District  continued  to  operate  on  a weekly 
’’kerb  side"  bin  systen.

ITliilst  these  figures  show  good  procress  in  slun  clearance  during 
tlie  year  under  roviev/,  it  should  bo  rcncnbered  tlmt  tlie  slun  clearance 
problen  in  the  Drixv/orth  Rural  District  had  largely  been  dealt  with  by 
the  end  of  I960,  A survey  of  the  position  at  the  end  of  the  year 
1964  is  appended  below,  and  shows  the  position  in  bettor  perspective, 
v;itli  only  24  houses  renaining  to  be  dealt  with.  Tliis  is  a very 
satisfactory  position  with  regard  to  whicli  the  District  Council  are  to 
bo  congratulated.

Nevertheless  it  nust  be  recorded  that  a fairly  large  nui.ibor  of 
sub-standard  houses  are  still  occupied  by  single  persons  or  old 
couples,  Practiccilly  the  whole  of  tJicse  are  the  subject  of  Under- 
takings not  to  re-let  when  they  bocone  vacant,  Thou{yi  the  najority 
nay  be  a.dequate  to  serve  the  life-tine  of  the  p2?csent  tenants,  a ro- 
SLirvoy  of  these  properties  is  a.t  present  being  nade  in  order  to 
dotomine  this,  Tlie  Council  lias  no  new  houses  imder  construction 
but  the  survey  referred  to  i.ia.y  reveal  a need  for  a few  nore  old 
peoples*  bungalows. 

Private  ovners  continue  to  take  advantage^  encouraged  by  the 
Council,  of  the  financial  aid  available  for  inproving  their 
properties.  The  position  to  date  is  sunna.rised  as  follov/s  - 

402  properties  have  been  brought  up  to  uodem  standards  by  the 
provision  of  Discretionary  G-rants  anounting  in  total  to  £102,800. 

The  nost  significant  thing  about  this,  hovrover,  is  tliat  75  of  tlie 
402  referred  to  v/oro  substandard  and  a,s  a result  of  the  inprovenents, 
costing  £17,55<j,  they  ha,ve  been  upgraded  and  their  useful  life 
prolonged  for  nany  years.  It  is  fa.irly  certa.in  tliat  had  tliese  75 
properties  not  been  upgra,ded  with  the  assista,nce  of  grants  tl^ey  would 
liave  liad  to  have  been  denolislied,  so  tliat  it  nay  be  said  tliat  for  an 
investnent  of  a little  over  £17,000  the  Council  ha-ve  been  salved  the 
provision  of  over  70  nev/  houses  which  would  cost  in  the  region  of

TliG  above  Regulations  nade  jointly  by  tlio  Minister  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food  and  the  Minister  of  Health,  cane  into  operation  on 
8th  Maroli,  1959,  ^^.nd  brouglit  earlier  regulations  into  line  with  uodom 
nethods  of  nillc  x^roduction.  They  simplified  much  of  the  existing 
procedure,  making  it  easier  for  milk  to  be  produced,  handled  and 
distributed  under  up  to  date  hygienic  conditions, 

Tlie  enforcement  of  the  Regulations  is  tlie  responsibility  of  the 
Minister  of  algriculture.

Remarks . 


Pour  saxiplos  of  milk  taken  from  one  farmer  were  reported  as 
containing  6.2^,  6.4^,  1.3^  ^^id  2fo  of  added  water  respectively. 
Subsequent  "Appeal  to  Cot/"  samples  taken  at  tlio  time  of  milking  wore 
found  to  be  satisfactory  and  legal  proceedings  were  instituted  against 
the  farmer  concerned.  Althougli  adequate  time  was  allowed  for  service, 
however,  the  summonses  wore  not  served  on  the  farmer  in  time  auid  the 
piroceedings  were  therefore  withdrawn.  The  farmer  was  advised  to 
arrange  for  the  overhaul  of  his  milking  equipment  and  he  found  certain 
fCvUlts  which  were  corrected. 

Only  one  sample  was  repoirtcd  to  be  below  standard  in  fat.  This 
wa.s  taken  from  a villa^ge  retailer  and  since  a second  sample  taken  on 
the  same  occasion  wa.s  satisfactory  he  was  reminded  of  tlie  need  to  mix 
bulk  milk  very  thoroughly  before  and  during  bottling.  Subsequent 
samples  were  found  to  be  sa.tisfactory, 

Tr/enty  one  samples  of  milk  v/ere  tested  for  the  presence  of 
antibiotics  and  four  samples  v/ere  found  to  contain  very  snakl 
quantities  of  penicillin.  The  producers  concerned  were  visited  and 
enquiries  made  about  the  proceedure  adopted  a.fter  the  administration 
of  penicillin  injections  to  dairy  cows.  In  each  case  the  impoi^tanco 
of  Td-tliholding  the  milk  for  a period  of  40  hours  v/as  stressed, 

A saxaple  of  svroots  was  sold  from  a jar  described  them  as 
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oontainin^  vitamin  C without  stating  the  minimum  content  of  ascorbic 
acid  as  required  by  Article  ^ of  the  La.belling  of  Food  Order,  1953* 

Tlie  sweet  manufacturers  wore  contacted  and  they  wrote  to  say  that  they 
had  discovered  their  mistake  two  months  before  and  tliat  all  their 
containers  liad  since  been  labelled  with  the  necessary  pairfcioulars,

Tliorc  was  a decrease  in  the  notification  of  infectious  diseases, 
Tliis  was  due  to  the  decrease  of  neasles  notifications  from  342  last 
year  to  136  this  year,  and  v/hich  continues  to  shov/  its  biennial 
incidence, 

MEiiSLES , Notifications  fell  to  136,  This  disease  though  hif^y 
infectious  is  nov7,  like  scarlet  fever,  of  a nore  benign  character, 
seldon  showing  serious  coop li oat ions.  However,  in  the  nore  delicate, 

and  occasionally  in  nomal  children  oar  or  eye  infections  or  pneunonia 
still  occur.  These  are,  however,  usually  soon  and  successfully  dealt 
with  by  the  large  nunber  of  effective  antibiotics  that  are  now 
available, 

SCAIxLET  PE'VER,  9 oases  were  notified.  This  disease  continues  in  its 
nild  phase.  Its  principle  interest  is  that  it  gives  a rough  indication 
of  the  amount  of  streptococcal  infection  in  the  connunity, 

Vi/HOOPING-  COUGH.  Only  2 oases  were  notified.  This  is  anotlier  condition 
which  is  beconing  largely  more  benign,  but  in  sone  cases  this  can  be 
distressing,  and  in  infancy  a,  serious  illness.  Protection  to  this 
disease  is  often  by  triple  vaccination,  together  v/itla  tetanus  and 
diphtheria,  and  the  low  incidence  in  the  District  nay  be  ascribed  to 
their  innunisation. 

DYSENTERY. 


No  cases  have  been  notified.  This  is  very  satisfactory, 

POLIOIIYELITIS , Once  again  there  have  been  no  cases,  and  tliis  freedom 
can  be  ascribed  to  innunisation  as  the  decline  in  incidence  has 
occurred  concurrently  vd.th  vaccination.  The  oial  Sabin  vaccine  is 
now  used  which  gives  a longer  lasting  immunity  than  the  Salk  or 
injected  variety,  A drink  of  syrup  or  a lump  of  sugar  is  also  much 
more  acceptable  to  the  young  patients  than  the  previous  needle  prick, 

ERYSIPELi'iS,  One  case  was  notified  (l  female), 

DIHITHERIiV,  There  liave  been  no  ca.ses  of  diphtheria  in  Northampton- 
shire since  1956.  There  is  therefore  with  each  successive  year  of 
freedom  from  infection  a diminishing  public  recollection  of  the  dangers 
of  this  infection.  Mothers  v/ithout  knowledge  of  the  disease  feel  a 
fa-lse  security  and  may  fail  to  have  their  children  immunised.  That 
this  is  a dangerous  situation  cannot  be  too  stixDngly  stressed,  and  only 
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by  keeping  up  the  nmbers  of  children  immunised  may  the  disease  be 
kept  in  check.  It  is  the  duty  of  all  parents  to  have  their  children 
imiiiunised,  and  if  they  fail  to  do  so  they  neglect  their  children’s 
welfare. 

PmHUJJONIA.  5 cases  were  notified  and  there  v^ero  6 deaths. 

Respiratory  infection  continues  to  be  a cause  of  much  ill  health  and 
chronic  suffering,  A very  marked  decline  in  deaths  from  pneumonia 
has  taken  place  since  the  discovery  of  the  sulphonamides  and  anti- 
biotics, however,  in  chronic  sufferers  from  bronchitis  and  in  the  aged 
and  debilitated,  some  cases  do  still  prove  fatal. 

The  incidence  of  chronic  nasal  catarrh  often  vn.th  the  later 
development  of  sinusitis  is  still  an  all  too  common  occurrence. 

Many  schoolchildren  still  suffer  from  nasal  catarrh.  The  cause  is 
obscure  and  the  need  for  research  into  this  problem  continues  to  be 
stressed, 

I^tENlI^G-ITIS,  No  cases  occurred, 

SI'/IALIiPOX,  There  vvere  no  oases.  The  vaccination  of  children  is 
still  necessary  and  should  be  carried  out  sometime  during  the  first 
two  years  of  life,  preferably  between  the  first  and  second. year, 

INFECTIOUS  HEPATITIS.  The  Minister  of  Health  gave  sanction  that  this 
disease  should  be  made  locally  notifiable  as  from  1st  July,  19^2^  By 
arrangement  with  other  District  Councils  this  also  became  operative  in 
the  County  of  Northamptonshire,  Two  cases  v/ere  notified  during  the 
j’-ear. 

Acute  Infective  Hepatitis  is  a disease  caused  by  a virus,  which 
attacks  the  liver  and  causes  jaundice.  It  is  mainly  an  infection  of 
young  people  of  faecal-oral  spread,  and  with  an  incubation  period  of 
19  - 50  days.  The  incriminative  routes  of  infection  are  f2?om  food 
handlers,  v/ater,  and  children  to  their  mothers.  The  virus  is  present 
in  faeces  l6  days  before  jaimdice,  and  up  to  8 days  after.  Serum 
hepatitis,  which  is  another  form  of  infective  hepatitis,  has  a longer 
incubation  period  of  50  - l60  daj^  and  affects  mainly  adults  and  can  bo 
spread  by  blood  transfusion  and  inefficiently  sterilised  equipment  used 
by  doctors,  dentists,  nurses  and  drug  addicts,  and  in  the  various 
tattooing  processes.  The  clinical  groups  of  these  two  types  of 
hepatitis  are  indistinguishable.  There  is  no  specific  treatment  and  an 
icteric  adult  would  be  away  from  v;ork  from  six  weeks  to  tvra  months,  and 
sometimes  might  not  feel  really  fit  for  a year.  Quarantine  measures 
are  of  little  value,  and  patients  can  be  treated  at  home  or  in  hospital, 
provided  adequate  hand  washing  techniques  are  practised,  \7ith  current 
disinfection  of  excreta,  Semmi  hepatitis  can  be  virtually  abolished. 
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if  disposal  equipnent  v/as  generally  int2:x>duced.  In  this  County 
disposable  equipnent  is  used  by  the  County  Health  Departnent  for  all 
procedures  involving  innunisation,  Ganna  Globulin  is  of  value  for 
the  protection  of  close  contacts  ajid  pregnant  wonen  during  epidenics. 

IH30D  POISONn'TG,  One  ca,s0  only  occurred  in  a schoolboy.  This  was 
a fortunately  low  incidence  in  the  District.  The  condition  is  usually 
caused  by  one  of  the  Sa.luonella,  organisns,  the  connonest  being  the 
Typhinuriun  strain  or  paratyphoid  A or  B.  The  Stephylococcus  gaining 

entry  to  food  fron  an  infected  spot  or  boil  on  the  hands,  arms  or  face 
of  a food  handler  nay  also  cause  a severe  fom  of  food  poisoning, 

Sone  chenical  contaminents  nay  also  be  an  occasional  factor.  More 
rarely  typhoid  fever  and  botulisu  nay  occur.  The  connonest  cause  of 
food  poisoning  is  the  salnonella,  gaining  entry  into  food  by  faulty 
hygiene  of  food  handlers.  The  sources  of  infection  can  be  nmerous, 
uncooked  contaninated  (often  imported)  neat  being  today  probably  one  of 
the  connonest, 

jiBERTEETT  TYHiOID  OUTBREAK,  During  tjie  sunner  months,  an  outbreak  of 
typhoid  fever  occurred  in  Aberdeen,  which  was  proved  to  originate  fron 
a 6 lb.  tin  of  corned  beef,  manufactured  in  the  Argentine.  Stocks  of 
this  infected  batch  had  been  distributed  throu{^iout  the  Country,  and 
wore  on  sale  in  the  shops.  It  became  necessary  to  trace  all  these 
cans  and  Vvithdrav/  then  fron  sale  immediately.  Throughout  the  District 
all  such  stocks  were  traced  and  withdraivn.  This  entailed  much  extra 
work  and  repeated  visits  and  check-ups  of  stocks  were  necessary  as  ^ .• 
further  possible  infected  souzxjes  vjore  notified  fron  the  Ministry  of 
Health, 

ZERIi/^TT  TYHiOID  OUTBEE/ilC,  An  endeavour  was  made  to  trace  all  peoiolo 
v7ho  had  been  on  holiday  in  Zematt,  and  who  nay  have  been  infected  or 
who  had  become  synptonless  carriers.  One  such  person,  who  was  a food 
handler,  had  been  in  the  area  at  the  tine.  Both  he  and  his  family 
wore  tested  and  found  to  be  negative,  . ' 

M/iL/JlEA_^  Throe  oases  of  malaria  were  notified  by  the  sane  General 
Practitioner  in  one  week.  They  were  all  ca.ses  who  had  returned 
recently  fron  abroad,  and  v/ho  were  receiving  adequate  treatment.

OFFICES,  SHOPS  i\ND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963. 

This  Aot  T/as  introduced  to  establish  a standard  of  health, 
welfare  and  safety  in  relation  to  the  working  conditions  of  persons 
employed  in  premises  coming  v/ithin  the  scope  of  the  Act* 

These  premises  include  offices,  shops,  hairdressers,  hotels, 
public  houses,  restaurants,  transport  cafes,  canteens,  wholesale 
T/arehouses  and  fuel  storage  depots* 

The  Aot  lays  a duty  on  the  Local  Authority  to  appoint  inspectors 
to  enforce  the  provisions  of  the  Aot,  and  the  Public  Health  Inspectors 
have  been  so  appointed  by  this  Council# 

Initially,  the  Act  requires  that,  from  the  1st  May,  1964,  all 
employers  of  persons  in  any  of  the  above  types  of  premises  must  register 
v/ith  the  Local  Authority,  Despite  publicity,  all  applications  for 
registration  have  not  yet  been  submitted,  and  for  this  reason,  it  v/as 
decided  to  undertake  a survey  of  every  shop,  office,  caterdng  estab- 
lishment etc.  in  the  District  in  order  to  provide  a full  recoil  of  those 
premises  coming  vdthin  the  scope  of  the  Act,  This  survey  v/ill  be 
completed  in  19^5  and  detailed  inspections  of  each  registered  premises 
T;ill  then  be  made  to  secure  compliance  with  the  Act# 

The  provisions  of  the  Act,  and  the  more  detailed  requirements  of 
the  Regulations  made  thereunder  -n^iich  are  enforceable  by  the  Local 
Authority  are  briefly  as  follows 

1,  Maintenance  of  general  cleanliness# 

2,  Provision  of  adequate  v/orking  space# 

3,  Maintenance  of  a reaacnable  temperature  and  provision 
of  thermometer, 

4*  Provision  of  adequate  and  suitable  lighting  and 
ventiUntion# 

5#  Provision  of  suitable  and  sufficient  sanitary 
conveniences  and  washing  facilities# 

6#  Provision  of  an  adequate  and  wholesome  supply  of 
drinking  v/ater# 

7#  Provision  of  suitable  and  sufficient  seating 
facilities# 
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8.  Provision  of  suitable  and  sufficient  accommodation, 
including  drying  facilities  for  working  and  outdoor 
clothing. 

9,  Provision  of  suitable  and  sufficient  eating  facilities 
for  the  use  of  employed  persons  who  are  required  to  eat 
meals  on  the  premises. 

10.  Construction  and  maintenance  of  secure  fences  on  machines, 
to  guard  against  injury, 

11.  Prohibition  of  persons  under  18  years  of  age  from  cleaning 
machinery  if  it  exposes  him  to  injury  from  moving  parts, 

12,  Prohibition  of  any  person  from  v/orking  at  any  machine 
prescribed  by  Order  as  being  dangerous  unless  he  has 
received  adequate  safety  training  or  is  under  adequate 
supervision. 

13,  Prohibition  of  any  person  being  required  to  lift  or  move 
loads  so  heavy  as  to  cause  injiiry  to  him. 

lif.  Provision  of  a first  aid  box  to  contain  specified  numbers 
of  dressings  etc,,  depending  upon  the  number  of  employees 
and  class  of  premises. 

13«  Notification  of  accidents  to  Local  Authority. 

16.  Construction  and  maintenance  of  all  floors,  passages, 
stairs  etc.,  to  reduce  risk  of  accidents. 

17,  Display  of  an  Abstract  of  the  Act  and  Regulations  for 
information  of  employees. 

It  v/ill  be  evident  from  the  above  provisions  that  in  addition  to 
the  basic  conditions  for  environmental  health  and  v;elfare,  such  as 
space,  cleanliness,  lighting,  ventilation  etc.  emphasis  has  now  been 
laid  on  the  safety  factor  for  persons  employed  in  those  premises. 

It  is  of  interest  that  the  machines  prescribed  by  Order  as  being 
dangerous,  include  mincing,  slicing,  potato  chipping  and  guillotine 
machines  v/hich  can  be  found  in  general  use  in  most  food  shops, 
catering  establishments  and  some  offices.  It  is  anticipated  that 
considerable  time  will  require  to  be  devoted  to  achieving  the 
effective  fencing  of  these  machines  and  to  the  training  of  personnel 
in  the  safe  operation  of  individual  machines. 

The  Fire  Authority  and  H.M.  Factory  Inspectorate  are  also  res- 
ponsible for  the  enforcement  of  certain  sections  of  the  Act  and  close 
liaison  is  maintained  with  those  Authorities  when  joint  action  is 
required  in  respect  of  any  premises.
